about eighty miles north of tho mouth of 
Grand River—to cross Lake Michigan to 
Mfinitowoc, a distance of (JO miles, and theuce 
to Kewiina Point, with a brunch to the 
mouth of the Outomigon Paver, also a branch 
to tho vicinity of the mouth of Carp River. 
The distance from Detroit to Kewarnt Point 
on this route, in a direct line, is 4G7 milea. 


The Free Press says from St. Paul to 


Manitowoc it is bur 286 miles, and we ore 
assured that a portion of the route from 
Manitowoc to Minnesota is about to be put 
under contract, viz: tho first forty miles.— 
Whether this bo so or not, the day is not far 
distant when tho nocessities of the business 
of Minnesota, to say nothing of the northern 
part of Wisconsin, will compel, if we raay 
uso the term, the construction of a railroad 
from Minnesota to Manitowoc; and we shall 
bo struck with worse than "judicial blind- 
ness " if we fail to open n timely communi- 
cation across the Peninsula to connect with 
them on the other side of the Luke.
